Last  Aiitiinin,  sculptor  Robert  Bassler 
visited  Iona,  a  tiny  Hebridean  island  oflf  the 
west  coast  of  Scotland,  known  primarily  as 
tlie  blrtliplace  of  Scottish  Christianity  and 
tlie  binial  groimd  of  many  kings. 

Moved  by  the  primal  beauty  of  tills 
rugged  coastal  landscape,  Bassler  com¬ 
muned  witli  his  ancestral  and  spiritual 
roots.  He  was  impressed  by  the  few  ancient 
stone  crosses  which  siuvlve  on  Iona,  icons 
tliat  have  wltlistood  more  than  a  tliousand 
years  of  weatlier  and  warring. 

These  Celtic  crosses  witli  Bielr  unique 
intersecting  circles  (said  to  represent  eter¬ 
nity)  fascinated  the  artist  as  an  aesthetic 
valiant  of  the  Four  Directions  Mandala 
motif,  a  recurrent  tlicme  in  many  of  his 
past  works. 

Inspired  by  his  experiences  in  Scotland, 
Basslcr’s  creative  impulse  focused  once 
again  on  the  cross/circle  theme.  The 
resulting  sculpture  st^ds  ten  feet  tall  and 
is  constructed  of  recycled  clear  Douglas  Fir 
boards  saved  from  a  recent  renovation 
I>roject  at  tlie  chiu'ch.  “Celtic  Cross”  is  a 
coutemporarv  inteiprctation  of  tlie  ancient 
symbol  and  Ills  first  use  of  the  image  in  a 
specifically  Christian  context.
